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Counties 
plan for 


mental 


jail inmates

Officials and sheriffs within Northern 
Lakes Community Mental Health’s six- 
county service area are girding to find ways 
to cover the cost for mental health care for 
jail inmates. 

In an opinion issued last year from 
Michigan Attorney General Mike Cox, 
counties now have the duty to pay for men- 
tal health services provided to jailed 
inmates. Historically, Community Mental 
Health social workers have done assess- 
ments on people before they are jailed for 
short-term or long-term stays and also pro- 
vide mental health treatment to those peo- 
ple during their incarceration. Community 
Mental Health agencies then received reim- 
bursement from the state to cover those 
cCOSIS. 

The cost shift is just another way the state 
iS passing on mandated services to counties 
to deal with the current economic crisis. 

“We didn’t request this opinion, because 
in many ways, it just complicates all of our 
lives,” said Greg Paffhouse, director for 
Northern Lakes Community 
Health. “Historically, we have provided 
services within the jails.” 

Under Cox’s ruling, counties have to pay 
for mental services received in the jail, fund

Farm Market brings bounty to residents

Ht was even hot in the shade under 
the canopy village of Grayling's 
Farm Market last week, but that did- 
n't stop a steady flow of customers 
who came to buy fresh vegetables, 
fruits and other items. 

After being relocated to a parking 
area in front St. Mary's Church 
because of the [-75 Business Loop 
reconstruction project last year, the 
farm market is back in its familiar 
surroundings in front of — the 
Michigan State Police Crime Lab. 

The farm market is open from 2 
p.m. to 6 p.m. on Thursdays and 10 
am. to 2 p.m. on Saturdays. 

Beth Hubbard was hired (o serve 
at the farm market master by the 
Grayling City Council earlier this 
year. 

Grayling City Manager/Police 
Chief Doug Baum said city officials 
and citizens are pleased with the 
farm market as crops continue to be 
harvested and brought to Grayling. 

“Tt seems like we have more ven- 
dors and it seems like we're having 
more of a turnout from the commu- 
nity,” Baum said. 

Grayling Mayor Karl Schreiner, 
who shops the market weekly, 
echoed those sentiments. 

“There is a fot good produce, 
there are a lot of vendors and a fot of 
people showing up,” Schreiner said. 

Hubbard said being back in the 
more visibly location, overlooking 
the AuSable River, has resulted in 
positive feedback and paid its divi- 
dends in getting healthy food to cit- 
izens. Vendors offer an array of pro- 
duce from fruits and vegetables, 
meats, cheese, baked goods, flowers 
and handcrafted soaps. 

“Basically, you have all your fix- 
ings that you can take home and 
have a great dinner,” said Jennie 
Hubbard, Beth's daughter. “You 
don't have to go out to cat.” 

Hubbard said she is gratified with 
the turnout each weck as the variety 
of crops come to the community. 

“It's been a lot of work, putting it 
together, but it was just something I 
wanted to do for our community,” 
Hubbard said.

varicties or rice and pasta, including 
chocolate linguini, to the farm mar- 
ket.” 

“Tt's been well received so far,” 
Pavelek said. “They're not typical, 
They're not plain white pastas. They 
all have some sort of seasonings In 
them, they're nice and mild and real- 
ly hearty.” 

Grayling native Mary Jurkovich 
paid her first visit to the farm mar- 
ket for the season last week. 


Along with purchasing nutritious ' 


foods, Jurkovich said she wants to 
spend money in the community and 
the region. 

“Buying locally is way important 


for me and that's what brought me 
here, plus feeding my family fresh 
produce is cool, too,” Jurkovich 
said, 

Katlyn Westmaas and sister 
Danielle Westmaas, from the 
Westinaas Farms in McBain, attend 
farmers markets in Cadillac, 
Traverse City and Grayling every 
week, 

“T really like the atmosphere of 
it,” Katlyn said of the Grayling 
Farm Market. “It's a litte smaller 
and lots of people can come in and 
walk in and out throughout the ven- 
dors, so it's really nice and well 
received here.” 


Chris Allen, from the Rose City 
Greenhouse, plants about three 
acres of vegetables with his grand- 
father and sells the goods in 
Grayling. 

“Starting. these farm markets 
years ago is the best thing they ever 
could have done,” Allen said. “It's a 
lot better than the stuff you get at 
the stores.”

chance when they endorse a single candi- 
date in a multi-candidate election, especial- 
ly primaries. 

Michigan Right to Life has been a major 
political player in elections here for a cou- 
ple of decades or more, and usually backs 
candidates who oppose abortion and 
embryonic stem cell research and support 
other pro-life positions. These usually are 
Republicans. 

in the Michigan Republican primary this 
year, Right to Life picked the wrong horse 
this year, choosing to support Atty. Gen. 
Mike Cox in the governor’s race. 

Candidate Cox finished third in a five- 
candidate race, despite Right to Life sup- 
port, which included money, telephone 
calls, flyers, direct mail, get out the vote, 
church support listings and other usually 
effective election support. 

In picking only Mike Cox, Right to Life 
snubbed three other candidates with long 
public records of support for pro-life caus- 
es. 

US Rep. Pete Hockstra, for one, is mad 
about it, and satd Barbara Listing, who has 
headed Michigan Right to Life for many 
years, should be fired. 

Mr. Hoekstra has a perfect right to be 


sore. He built an 18-year record of pro-life 
votes in Congress, and yet was bypassed by 
the Michigan Right to Life when the chips 
were down. 

* * * 

TWO OTHER Republican candidates 
also have strong records of pro-life votes 
and support — State Sen. Tom George and 
Oakland Sheriff Mike Bouchard during ear- 
lier terms in the state house and senate. 

The fifth GOP candidate, businessman 
Rick Snyder, who also opposes abortion, 
but is a bit mushy on the question of stem 
cell rescarch, beat them all at the polls. 

Picking only one candidate of the four 
competitors who all support Right to Life 
positions, likely alienated pro-life voters for 
the three snubbed candidates, even though 
they were losers. 

Mr. Hoekstra explained that because of 
Right to Life endorsement for Mr. Cox, he 
had to spend valuable time and effort 
explaining that he was still pro-life all the 
way even though he was not endorsed by 
Right to Life, and his campaign suffered 
because it took time away from promoting 
his positions on jobs, the economy, educa- 
tion and other important issues. 

Why did Right to Life limit its support to 
a single candidate, Mike Cox? Apparently 


because its leaders felt he had the best 
chance of winning the nomination, and 
focusing on a single candidate should 
increase the effectiveness of their efforts. 

They were wrong, and undoubtedly they 
will pay the price for their misjudgment. 

* * * 

REPERCUSSIONS MAY be felt by pro- 
lifers dealing with legislators and public 
officials in they future, who might well ask: 
Why should we support you when you 
might not support us? Remember Pete 
Hoekstra, and Mike Bouchard, and Tom 
George? 

Larry Galmish of the Right to Life staff 
was quoted in a news story calling Mr. 
Hoekstra’s comments “sour grapes” and 
claiming he would not have won the nomi- 
nation even with Right to Life endorse- 
ment. 

“Sour grapes” it is not, but rather a justi- 
fied criticism of the action and the people 
and system which made the decision. 

As to whether Mr. Hockstra would have 
been nominated with the endorsement, 
probably not. 

What should worry pro-lifers, however, is 
that their chosen candidate finished so far 
behind in the field of five, 40,000 votes 
behind Pete Hoekstra and 100,000 votes 


behind Rick Snyder. 
Was it the message, or the messenger? 
* * * 

RIGHT TO LIFE is not the only political 
action group to pick the wrong candidate. 
The pro-business Michigan Chamber of 
Commerce also was on the Mike Cox band- 
wagon with their dollars and other political 
support, although Mr. Cox has precious lit- 
tle job experience outside the public sector 
while both Rick Snyder and Pete Hoekstra 
have significant experience in business. 

The Chamber, too, has some fences to 
mend. 

That whole primary scenario is past, and 
now it’s on to November. 

Neither Right to Life nor the Chamber 
should have a problem picking a favored 
candidate if they choose to become active 
in Michigan election wars again so soon. 

Democratic governor candidate Virg 
Bernero is an outspoken supporter of a 
woman’s right to choose abortion, and is 
equally as outspoken in his support of orga- 
nized labor and all its social and economic 
goals.

Several] states are report- 
ing an increase in pertussis 
(whooping cough) cases; 
Michigan is one of these 
states, and local health offi- 
cials are concerned. At the 
end of July 2010, the 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention (CDC) 
reported 7,342 cases nation- 
wide thus far this year. The 
CDC reported 8,295 known 
pertussis cases for all of 
2009.

However, protection from 
the childhood vaccine fades 
over time. Adolescents and 
adults need to be revacci- 
nated, even if they were 
completely vaccinated as 
children. 

Pertussis vaccines are 
very safe and effective but 
not 100% effective. If per- 
tussis is circulating in the 
community, there is still a 
chance that a fully vaccinat- 
ed person can catch this 
very contagious disease. 
When you or your child 
develops a prolonged or 
severe cough, it may be per- 
tussis. The best way to 
know for sure is to contact 
your doctor and ask to be 
tested for pertussis. 

Pertussis can cause seri- 
ous illness in infants, chil- 
dren and adults. The disease 
starts like the common cold, 
with runny nose or conges- 
lion, sneezing, and maybe 
mild cough or fever. But 
after 1-2 weeks, severe 
coughing begins. Infants 
and children with the dis- 
case cough violently and 
rapidly, over and over, until 
the air is gone from their 
lungs and they're forced to 
inhale with a loud “whoop- 
ing’ sound, Illness may be 
milder in older children and 
adults.

People with pertussis 
usually spread the disease 
by coughing or sneezing 
while in close contact with 
others, who then breathe in 
the pertussis bacteria. Many 
infants who get pertussis 
are infected by parents, 
older siblings, or other care- 
givers who might not even 
know they have the disease. 

Today there are boosters 
that contain tetanus, diph- 
theria, and pertussis (called 
Tdap). All pre-teens at age 
1] or 12 years should get a 
dose of Tdap. Adults should 
get a dose of Tdap instead 
of the Td booster. Pregnant 
women can be safely vacci- 
nated with Tdap during any 
trimester. Vaccination 1s 
especially important for 
new mothers, caregivers, 
and families with young 
infants. 

Beginning this school 
year in Michigan, Tdap will 
be required for af] children 
1f-18 years of age who are 
changing school districts or 
are enrolled in 6th grade.

Branson added that 
judges would not grant a 
letter of exception to send a 
young lady to the Kenquest 
House. 

“That just 
sealed our fate,” 
said. 

Branson said over 300 
babies have been born 
while their mothers were in 
the Kenquest House. The 
staff taught birthing and 
parenting skills, life skills 
and education. 

The agency became 
involved with Holy Cross 
Children’s Services eight 
years ago in hopes of bol- 
stering its chances of sur- 
vival. 

“There is only so much 
you can do when road- 
blocks are put in your place 
- preventing residents from 
coming into your pro- 
gram,” Branson said. 

Branson pratsed — the 
Grayling community for its 
support over the years, 
from providing diapers to 
donations, and equipment 
and supplies for day-to-day 
operations. 

“We really appreciate all 
the support and gifts from 
the community. We would- 
n’t have been able to con- 
tinue as long as we did, 
Branson said. “I am proud 
to be part of this communi- 
ty for the effort they put 
forth to help us stay as long 
as we did.”

and pay tor hospitalization 
if the inmate goes to a hos- 
pital, which spectalizes in 
mental health treatment. 

“A day at some of our pri- 
vate hospitals runs around 
$800 a day,” Patthouse said. 

Earher this — month, 
Patfhouse — estimated — tt 
would cast the counties 
about $400,000 to fund 
mental health services for 
Inmates for a year, 

County and Sheriff’s 
Department have — been 
meeting throughout the 
summer in hopes finding an 
equitable funding formula. 
The formula would vary by 
the population of each 
county, whe number of 
mmates in each county that 
need mental health services 


as well as the seriousness of 
the mental health issues. 
“We are certainly not try- 
ing to shift dollars at this 
lime or responsibilities at 
this lime,’ Paffhouse said. 
“We're just trying find a 
way that we can tread water 
a little bit to see how this 
sorts out and make it work 


with the local sheriff's 
departmeni as well.” 
Paffhouse vowed — that 


those discussion would con- 
tinue. 

“Our interest is fo buy 
some time,” he said. 

Crawford County Sheriff 
Kirk Wakefield said it is 
unfair for the — sheritf’s 
departments to pay the cost 
for mental health services 
while the county already 
contributes funds to mental 


health agencies, 

“Our citizens are being 
double-dipped,” he — said. 
“Y's just not fair to them.” 

Ultimately, — Paffhouse 
said officials would encour- 
age jail deterrence to clients 
so they can get their issues 
in check before drawing the 
attention of law enforee- 
ment. 

Waketield said officers 
have to act when people are 
endangering themselves or 
others, and costs should not 
be shifted to the sheriff's 
departments just because 
those clients get arrested. 

“If they're on the outside, 
they would still be getting 
their services from mental 
health,” he said. This is just 
the beginning. It's far from 
being over - the battle.”

Records 
for all entering kindergarten students and students enrolled trom outside the district will be reviewed to ensure 
immunizations are up to date, Notice will be sent to parents or guardians if there is no immunization record upon

1438! be excluded from school until documentation of immunization is presented. Parents may sign a waiver if they 
have a religious or other objection to immunization, or they may provide a statement of abjection for medical 
reasons which has been signed by a physician.
